THINK IT OVER

Have you ever stopped 
to think how the physieal 
being of humans cor. 
respond with the mech:ni- 
cal parts of an automobile? 
They resemb'e very much- 
ly in funetion if you will; 
disr-gard their shapes and 
locations. For instance, 
the vacum tank is the car’s 
throat, which takes in and 
conveys food to the stom- 
ach (earbuerator), the 
valves take the place of the 
pancreatic and gastric 
juices that distribute 
nourishment — througheut 
the body (motor). The 
wheels are the feet and 
bands, the tire takes the 
place of shoes while the 
inner tubes serve as socks,

Richmon@—State Comp- 
troller E. R. Combs said 
tecently that the ayerage 

ation of Virginia 
officers subject to the state 
fee act has dropped from 
$4,624.65 in 1926 to $,- 
157.54 in 1931. 

He added further that 
during the same period the 
average expense allowance 
dropped from $4,228 61 per 
officer to $2,282 40. 

His statement was made 
in explanation of the total 
fees under supervision of 
the fee commission. 

Recent statements in the 
press calling attention to 
the increase in total com- 
pensation of fee officers 
have not taken into con- 
sideration the fact that the 
fee law has been expanded 
and that a great many 
more officers and their ac- 
counts have come under 
the control of the fee com- 
mission, the comptroller 
said. 

He pointed out that in 
1926 there were 254 fee of- 
fieers required to report_to 
the commission, and in 
1930 the number had in- 
creased to 670,

Naturally, those résponsible for 
government desire to give their 
gonstituency the finest educational 
fdcMities, the best roads, streets, 
public parks, playgrounds, and other 
facilities obtainable, but, after all, 
there Is no denying the fact that 
expenditures for such purposes bear 
® very close relation to the inde 
vidual, because they mortgage bis 
future earnings for consumable and 
rapidly deteriorating goods. 

Every bond issue for the public 
welfare is an.installmept debt on 
the earning capacity of every ind! 
vidual and enterprise in the com- 
munity affected. Not only does it 
involve installment amortization of 
the debt itself, but a constantly in- 
creasing charge for maintenance 
and upkeep if the improvement is 
to be preserved against early de- 
terforation and quick ruin. 

Most of the taxing machinery of 
the country was created at a time 
when the present volume of public 
debt was not thought possible; and 
it is, therefore, inadequately and in- 
equitably adjusted to meet the 
emergencies of the present burden. 

‘The consequence fs that in almost 
every major political subdivision of 
the country certain classes of wealth | 
escape taxation, or pay little, while | 
other types of property are charged 
with an unbearable obifsation. | 

The duty of leadership, therefore. | 
in this field is two-fold. First, ana | 
most important of all, a greater de- | 
gree of caution must be exercised in | 
the creation of government obliga- | 
tions; and, second, an immediate 
reform in taxing machinery must be | 
undertaken. 

Effects of “Federal Aid”

In many instances, this polic 
public expenditure approaches close:

every case, lends itself to political 
log-rolling, the surrender of state 
sovereignty, and a gradual impov- 
erishment of fiscal units.

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ADVISE PARENTS 
OF DIPHTHERIA 


Parents with children 
from six months to fifteen 
years old are urged to take 
advantage of the antidiph- 
therie Clinic which will be 
held in the neighborhood 
schools of the county on 
Monday, May 2. 

Diphtheria is a disease 
that has a sudden invasion, 
is very acute, and makes 
rapid’ progress and places 
the child in immediate 
grave peril. While we 
have a positive remedy in 
these cases, yet it should 
be known that the remedy 
—Antitoxin—requires that 
it should be given promptly 
and liberally ; thus the great 
danger lies in not getting a 
doctor soon enough, and 
after the diagnosis is made 
there often is delay in get- 
ting the antitoxin and hav- 
ing it administered. The) 
expense involved is often a 
very embarassing consider- 
ation. Under these cireum- 
stances many die. 

But these risks may be 
avoided altogether by a- 
dopting preventive meas- 
ures which consists in giv- 
ing the child three weekly 
immunizing doses of Toxin- 
antitoxin. This is general- 
ly coneeded to confer com- 
plete immunity. Every 
child is entitled to this pro- 
tection and thus protected, 
parents may dismiss from 
their minds the anxiety of 
this grave menace. 

As several months must 
ensue from the time that 
the toxic-antoxin is given 
for it to become operative, 
it is needful for the chil- 
dren to be immunized now, 
to prevent them from con- 
tracting the disease in Sept- 
ember, at the opening of 
the schools, which is the 
time.when the disease pre- 
vails‘and epidemics occur. 
The co-operation of all 
who are interested in the 
welfare of the children is 
asked for, in the endeavor 
to protect every child in 
the county. Ascertain 
what your neighbor thinks 
and pass on any informa-| 
tion which he may not 
possess.

L. & N. Reduces 


Crossing Disasters 








During the first two 
menths of 1932, as com- 
pared with the same period 
of 1931, grade crossing ac- 
cidents on the L &N. Rail- 
road decreased 49 per cent, 
and there was a decrease of 
58 per cent in casualties re- 
sulting therefrom. In other 
words there were 35 fewer 
accidents and 29 fewer cas 
ualties. 

Declaring that grade 
crossing accidents would 
soon disappear if the motor- 
ing public would exercise as 
great a degree of care in 
|preventing such accidents 
jas do the railroads, the L. 
& N. Employes’ Magazine 
for May attributes the L 
& N.’s 1932 reduction to 
the proper ing of the 
crossing whistle by engine- 
ers, to the proper lookout 
maintained by enginemen 
on approaching crossings 
and to the improvement of 
conditions at crossings.

Returning to a consider- 
ation of the first division 
or the Fight Against Tub- 
erculosis, I call your at- 
tention first to the fact 
that there were 2,243 
deaths from Tuberculosis 
in Virginia in 1931. True, 
that is just a few more than 
half,as many as died from 
the same cause in 1915, but 
it shows to you that this 
disease continues to take 
a heavy toll of human life, 
to say nothing of the suf- 
fering caused and the eco- 
nomic loss occasioned to 
those who have not yet 
succumbed to the disease.

been a long battle, and was 
a losing battle until the 
disease was proven by the 
discovery of the Baccilus of 
Tuberculosis by Koch in 
the early eighties. Even 
then it was ten to fifteen 
years before this theory 
was generally accepted, and 
actual results seen in the 
gigantic fight against this 
scourage. In looking back 
in light of our present 
knowledge of this disease 
we can well realize why 
‘Tuberculosis received the 
name of the Great White 
Piague. Why should not 
tuberculosis prevail when 
tubereuloar ‘slept with non- 
iubereular, when no pre- 
cautions were taken about 
coughing, sneezing, spitting 
und other contacting be- 
tween the tubercular and 
non-tubercular? We think 
we know that tuberculosis 
in a person means that per- 
son has come in contact 
with someone who has 
tuberculosis or with the 
sputum or other discharge 
from a person — suffering 
with tuberculosis. It 
would have been the sur- 
prising circumstance if 
tuberculosis had not spread 
and taken its toll of human 
lite. Great strides have 
been made, both in preven- 
tion and treatment of the 
disease; buf the goal has 
not been reached. It has 
bevn estimated that there 
are nine active cases and as 
many inactive cases of tu- 
be: eulosis for every annual 
death, At that rate we 
would estimate there are 
approximately 20,000 cases 
of active tuberculosis in 
Virginia.

1100 Deer Purchased 


by Commission 





Ata recent meeting of 
the Commission of Game 
and Inland Fisheries, at 
Richmond, the Chairman, 
Major A. Willis Robertson, 
was authorized to purchase 
as many as one hundred 
deer on a cooperative basis 
with huntsmen for restock- 
ing localities where there 
are few or no deer at the 
Present time. In accord- 
ance with the plan adopted 
the Commission will pay 
half the initial cost of the 
deer while the sportsmen 
of the region to be restock- 
ed will pay the remaining 
half of this cost, together 
with transporation charges 
from the point of purchase 
to the pointof release. The 
Virginia Commission has 
contracted with the Board 
of Game and Fish Commis- 
sion of Pennsylvania for 
twelve fawns to,be deliver- 
ed in September. 1932 

Sixty one deer were se- 
cured and liberated in Vir- 
ginia during the past 
twelve months in accord- 
ance with the “cooperative 
lagreement”’.

Bullets Fly At 
Middlesboro, Mon. 


Middlesboro—People in 
Middlesboro, Ky., scurried 
for cover about 10:30 Mon- 
day morning as five revolv- 
er shots were fired by 
Deputy Sheriff Nath Hurst 
at Jim Fuson. 

Fuson received only a 
slight wound as one of the 
shots grazed a shoulder. 
Five windows in Mont- 
gomery Ward’s store were 
broken by the flying bul- 
lets. 

According to Hurst, sup- 
ported by a man named 
Newman, Hurst was stand- 
ing in front of Ward’s talk- 
ing to Fuson’s sister. ‘Fu- 
son came up,” said Hurst, 
“and began to speak vile 
words about me to his sis- 
ter. I started to walk off. 
Newman here saw Fuson 
with agun. Iam looking 
after Hurst first, so I fired 
and Fuson ran. There 
never has been any trouble 
between us and I don’t 
know why Fuson acted as 
he did.” Fuson, said 
Hurst, “didn’t get achance 
to fire any shots. 

The statement was sub- 
stantiated by Newman. 

Deputy Sheriff Harry

Fuson ran immediately 
to the Hospital where bis 
wound was dressed, and 
left there before the police 
arrived.

First clean the seed wheat 
thoroughly in a fanning 
mill; then place it in a mix- 
er, add two ounces of cop- 
per carbonate dust (two 
heaping tablespoonfuls) to 
each bushel of grain, and 
mix for at least two min- 
utes. The wheat is then 
ready to be planted or 
stored as desired.

Virginia tobacco growers 
who are now greatly con- 
cerned over the price that 
their tobacce will bring this 
fall, will be very much in 
te-ested in the recent re- 
port of the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
which shows that average 
prices in Georgia and South 
Carolina this season are 
nearly 50 percent above the 
prices for the same period 
in 1931, 

The improvement in 
prices this season is attrip- 
uted large'y to drastic cur- 
tailment in production, but 
this season has been an in- 
crease of direct buying for 
export, while last season 
tl.eamount of such pur- 
chasing was reported to be 
unusually small, Whether 
Virginia growers will re- 
ceive a similar or eveu 
greater increase in the price 
of their tobacco will now 
largely depend upon the 
quality of the crop being 
harvested.

Police have long considered parked 
automobiles without tail lights, and 
faulty tall lights on moving cars, to 
be among the greatest sources of 
danger on American streets and 
roads. Reports from all sections of the 
country show that, because of the 
depression, thousands of motor car 
owners add to the danger by park- 
ing their cars in city streets all night 
without tights, in an attempt to elimi- 
nate garage rental and save batteries 

Safety organizations bave urged 
automobile manufacturers to adopt 
as standard equi ment various fea 
tures which contribute to the safety 
of motorists, such as safety lamps. 
safety glass, appliances to give better 
visibility, safety fires, and « low cen- 
ter of gravity, The lighting commit- 
tee of the Society of Automotive En- 
gineers ‘tas adopted a specification 
for rear reflex lamps whichJt ex- 
pects will be nationally adopted by 
motor manufacturers.
